Now I dojj*t know of anyone else who has been pushing both the CIA and the Archives 
on Nosenko* t began verbally before I was tlcaen ill in April* The day we had the first 
cusbstono pis taken ^olinson gave me a partial file tliat since I have kept separate* 

In and of itself it is a deliberate withholding of what then was no longer v/ithheld* 
Then thex^e was correspondence* Thoh 1 got some of what had ixot been given to me* 

I raised qiueations close to immediately and in writing* The Archives told me it had 
been referred to the CIA* It violated the law in not sajdng it would need more time 
within the time permitted* The Archives, in fact, made the same violation, as I think 
I wrote earlier, in not even referring that jce^uost in time* 

In all this time I have had nothing frcmi the CIA* 

Now, suddenly, out of the nothingiiess of his non-interest in the Warren ^^port, 
ssulc develops this interest in Nosenko? 

ONLY after I appeal the denials some of which were plain stonewalling (the others 
fa ncier stonewalling) Szulz develops an Interest and from what I gather in nothing 
in all this vastnes i of mateilal except that on which i*ve been wori..ing? Nosenko and 
”my'‘ transcripts?" 

Do we want to ask LJoyda of London what the odds really are? 

What would seem to bo obvious is that soraaouc is feeding Szulc* 

How many people can know this story and that I*m after the withheld and its meaning? 

(l had a short chapter on this in PM and Howard took all or almost all of it out! ) 

This wliole thing is of the Angieton wing of the CIA. That is, witji the Comraission* 

Siiulo seems to speak for th/t non-Angleton wing and now both are in troublo* 

Until I read the series all I can say is that the coincidences, if tMs they are, 
are truly remarkable* 

I think that if we had support and experienced, perhaps partly i^etirad counsel , 
we could develop one hell of a thing from these indications and the past record* 

I can, of course, file any time with the CIA having violated the law when these 
two requests were referred to them. But we havn't the time now* 

And now, of course, if they give anything to me they have to give it to this 
^ohnny-come-lately Szulc*
